RUSSIA OUT OF THE WAR. 


It had been my hope that The Sentinel might 
remain in the possession of my family and that get Russia conditioned once more to resist the 


Declaration by the Maximalist government 
in Petrograd that Russia is out of the Avar 
merely gives formal statement to an actuality. 
Russia has been practically out of the war for 
months. Whether Russia Avill remain out of 
the war will depend upon what transpires in 
Russia during the next feAV months. 
The 
future of that country is enveloped by a chaos 
no human vision can penetrate. I^or the time 
the radicals who dominate Petrograd, Moscow 
and perhaps one or tAvo of the other larger 
cities of Russia are in control, are having 
matters more or less their own Avay and evi- 
dently hope to bring the great mass of the 
Russian people around to their notions of a 
state and a government. 


It does not appear likely that these radical 
elements, even noAv at Avar among themselves, 
Avill be able to get anyAvhere Avith their under- 
taking to set up a government that can govern 
and if Russia stands today in need of any- 
thing so much as it does of a strong govern- 
ment that can hold the elements of the country 
together and fuse them into a state no one can 
say Avhat it is. There can be no democracy 
there or elscAAdiere save by acquiescence of thè 
people in an establishment of the means of a 
regulated order and there is no movement to 
such a head at this time. Of the one hundred 
and eighty millions of people in Avhat Avas Rus- 
sia at the coming of the revolution few are 
having any participation in the events that 
are noAV transpiring. 
The extremists of the 
cities are' creating all the turmoil and assum- 
ing to act for the prodigious mass of humanity 
that is to be ruled some fashion or other. 


It'appears certain that Kerensky's leader- 
ship has failed and that he can command no 
follqwhig that Avill be able to put him again 
at'the head of affairs. He lost his chance AVhen 
lie turned against General Korniloff 
and 
spurned the efforts of that capable soldier to 
restore discipline and morale to the army and

In any event—Avhether the anarchists and 
other exponents of incontinent radicalism or 
the more moderate *nd rational elements 
finally get the upper hand in the present situ- 
ation—Russia is for the present out of the Avar. 
Kaiserism must be extirpated jfrom the Avorld 
without her aid. It makes the job harder, but 
does not make it any the less imperative.

It is essential that you and your fami- 
lies at home should know of your and 
their rights under this law in order 
that full advantage may be taken of 
them. 


To care for the wife and children of 
the enlisted man during his service, 
the war insurance law compels him to 
contribute up to one-half of his pay 
for their support. 
The government, 
on application, Avill generously add to 
this an allowance of from $5 to $50 a 
month, according to the size of the 
family. Moreover, if tho enlisted man 
will make some further provision for 
a dependent parent, brother, sister, or 
grandchild, they may bo included in 
the government allowance. 


If, as a result of injuries incurred or 
disease contracted in the line of duty, 
an officer or enlisted man of an army 
or navy nurse should be disabled, pro- 
vision is made for compensation 
of 
from $30 to $100 a month to him, and, 
should he die, compensation of from 
$20 to $75 a month will be paid to his 
wife, his child, or his widowed mother. 


In order, however, fully to protect 
each person and family, congress has 
made it possible 
for 
every 
soldier, 
sailor, and nurse to obtain life and to- 
tal-disability insurance. 
This insur- 
ance applies to injuries received while 
be or she is in the service or after he 
or she'shall have left it. 


Exposure to the extra dangers of 
war makes the cost of life insurance 
in private life insurance 
compaijies 
prohibitive. 
It was. therefore, a plain 
duty and obligation ftw the govern- 
ment to assume the risk, of insuring 


hundreds of thousands of our soldiers 
and sailors who are making the su- 
preme sacrifice. Under this law, every 
soldier and sailor and nui-se, commis- 
sioned and enlisted, and of any age, 
has the right, between now and Feb- 
ruary 12, 1918, to take out life and 
total-disability insurance up to $10,- 
000 at very low cost, with the govern- 
ment 
without 
medical 
examination. 
This right is purely optional. 
The sol- 
diers and sailors are not compelled 
to take insurance, but if they desire to 
exercise the right, they must do so be- 
^ r e the 12th of February. 1918. 
The 
coat ranges from 65 cents;jni^>t;}^l^, 
•the age of 21, to $1.20 monthly, at the 
age of 51, for each $1,000 of insui'ance.

The premiums will be de- 
ducted from his pay, if he desires, thus 
eliminating trouble on his part. 


To provide adequate protection un- 
til Febi-uary 12, 1918, during the pe- 
riod when the soldiers and sailors are 
learning the details of this law, the 
government automatically insures each 
man and woman, commissioned or en- 
listed in the military service of the Uni- 
ted States. 
It pays the man 
$25 a 
month during total permanent disabil- 
ity; if he dies within 20 years, it pays 
the rest of 240 monthly installments 
of $25 each to his wife, cliild, or wid- 
owed mother. 


I desire to call the provisions of this 
just and generous law to the attention 
of our officers and enlisted men and 
women so that they may not be de- 
prived of their rights through lack of 
knowledge. 
Full information may be 
obtained from the bureau of war risk 
insurance of the treasury dpeartment, 
>\Vashington, D. C. 
1 earnestly urge 
that the officers of the army and navy 
give to the men under their command 
all possible aid in helping them to un- 
derstand fully the benefits that this 
insuianee may bring to their families 
and the small cost at which it may be 
obtained. 


This is the greatest measure of pro- 
tection ever afforded to its

conclusion. 
But what of the carry- 
ing of express matter, even articles 
of considerable bulk and weight? The 
feats being accomplished in the air 
in connection with the war seem to 
promise an ability to transport heavy 
articles. 
We hear much of fruits and 
vegetables, raised in sections more or 
less remote, falling to reach people 
who would be glad to buy them, be- 
cause of the want of transportation 
facilities. 
If aircraft can carry such 
articles, perhaps along with dairy and 
products, think how quickly they can 
be deposited fifty or a hundred miles 
away, no matter if they are raised 
far from a railroad, or even from a 
good highway. 
Express rates by air 
may, for a time at least, be some- 
what expensive, because of the value 
of the machines and the service of 
the aviators, and the limited amount 
of the cargo, but at least many more 
trips can be made in a day in this 
way than 
are 
possible 
"over 
the 
road." 
Relief from the congestion of 
the railways, and of the. hlKb\y.ays, is.

(3—To maintain a continuous bom-

H a m b u r g 
and

Let me give a few illustrative 
cases. 
From time imineniorial 
the 
power of tyranny, which, under the old 
system of the divine right of kings, con- 
trolled the appointment of the judi- 
ciary, fell the heaviest and was the 
most oppressive in the administration 
of the criminal law. 
With the advent 
of America this power was effectually 
curbed by numerous provisions In our 
federal and state constitutions. 
Such 
provisions are the provision for a trial 
by jury; that a person charged with 
.crime must be tried in the county in 
which the oeffnse was committed, and 
not transported to a distance where he 
is a stranger in a strange land; the 
right that he may know the charges 
against him. and the right to confront 
his accusers face to face; the provision 
that his trial shall be speedy, and that 
there shall not be excessive bail, and 
the abolition of forfeitures of estate, 
and attainder of blood. 


'•In addition to the safeguards of our 
libei^ as provided at the trial of crim- 
inal cases, we have the provision that 
justice shall be free, that legislation 
must affect all persons of the state 
eqhally, and that there may be no legis- 
lation for special or privileged classes. 
The rights of property are protected by 
the provisions that no one can be de- 
prived of his property without compen- 
sation: that laws shall not have a re- 
troactive effect, that Is, that that which 
is legal today cannot ^e made illegal 
by a subsequent session of the legisla- 
ture. 
And our individual liberty is al- 
ways protected by that greatest op- 
ponent of tyranny, the habeas corpus. 


"I have spoken of the provisions 
which go for the protection of our in- 
dividual liberty. 
They are all based 
upon the fundamental principle of our 
government, namely, that all men ara 
created equal, and that governments 
derive their just powers from the con- 
sent of the governed. America was the 
first cauntryj -on.^litth« te» /ettemplifj^ 
these truths as a general principle, and 
it is the working out of these principles 
that bring;s about in our cotihiiir ari 
equality and an opportunity which to 
the inhabitants of the old land appear 
strange. And it is these principles that 
we are called upon to defend in the 
present war. The conflict in which we 
are now engaged has now become a 
struggle of ideas; it is the struggle of 
our doctrine o^quality and that gov- 
ernments derive their just powers from 
the consent of the government aga. 
the old theory of the divine right of 
kings."

Members at Weekly 
Meeting of Club. 


SUFFERED WOUNDS 


ON BATTLE FIELD 


Says That American Troops 
Received Royal Welcome 
on Their Arrival. 


The most enthusiastic meeting ever 
held by the Fort Wayne Rotary club 
took place Wednesday afternoon when 
that organization was 
addressed 
by 
Lieut. Paul Perigord, of the 
French 
army. 
His delivery was direct and un- 
affected and consisted of a recital of 
the experiences he has undergone in 
his three j'ears of service in the 
fight- 
ing lines of France. 
His talk ran in 
part as follows: 


"America must realize that it can- 
not win the war without the keenest 
co-operation. 
Labor must 
cease 
to 
quibble over working hours and laws, 
capital must learn to sacrifice to labor. 
Bearing in mind the great sacrifice of 
the soldiers on the field, it is necessary 
for 
those 
of us who are fortunate 
enough to" remain at home to give lib- 
erally to all projects that involve the 
welfare of the fighting troops. 


"Never hits a unit been received with 
such cordial welcome as the American 
unit when it landed in France. 
For 
three years France realized the tre- 
mendous task that lay before it, but 
never despairing, for it knew that the 
one flag would ultimately come to its 
assistance. 
When that flag, red, white 
and blue, appeared on the field of bat- 
tle. there wasn't a man, woman 
or 
child in France who did not rejoice." 


In speaking of his work in the Uni- 
ted States Lieutenant Perigord 
said: 


"The 
attitude 
of 
the 
American 
troops is most gratifying. 
The speed 
with which they undertake and mas- 
ter the intricacies of modern warfare 
is most promising. 


Lieutenant Perigord has been 
thrice 
decorated for bravery upon the field uf 
battle and has been sei'iously wounded 
while in action. 
He is in the United 
.'-itates upon orders from the French gov- 
eri^mejit to aid in the instruction 
of 
Arfieriran soldiers. 
He has s p e n t r ' o f 
hi.4 time in the New England states and 
in Minnesota, but will remain in Indiana 
for some time to come.

ing the French luiiform tiie lieutenant

when 
he returns 
to the 
trenches within a short time he will be 
wearing an American uniform and fight- 
ing under the American flag.

REGULATING AGAINST 


AMERWROPERIY 


Germany Has Put Some New 
Rules Into Effect for 
U. S. Citizens. 


Berlin, Nov. 21.— (Via London) — 
The official Reichsanzeiger announces 
that the ordinances dated Oct. 7, 191.5, 
governing compulsor.v notification 
to 
the authorities of foreign property in 
Germany have been extended together 
with the penalties in cases of 
non- 
compliance, to property owned by cit- 
izens of 
the United 
States as from 
November 20. 
The term property in- 
cludes shares in German 
enterprises 
within 
the empire and 
legal 
claims 
upon persons domiciled 
within 
the 
empire. 
Transfer of such property or 
claims is pcrmissable 
only 
by 
the 
chancellor's express sanction. 


The ordiance has a retroactive force 
if it can be shown that the transfer 
wa.s made earlier with the purjiose of 
evading the new regulation. 
It does 
not apply to property owned by citi- 
zens of the United States 2-esiding in 
the empire. 


The immediate purpose of the com- 
pulsory i-egistration is to prevent the 
illegal transfer or liquidation of Amer- 
ican property held within thB limits 
of the German empire for the purpose 
of removing the same from official 
control and conveying 
its 
proceeds 
abroad. 
Such transfer or 
liquidation 
is allowed only when specific permis- 
sion is granted. 


These restrictions do not apply to 
such disposition as Americans may de- 
sire to make of their property within 
Germany. 
They, however, are 
not 
permitted to sell their holdings to a 
resident member 
of 
a 
firm 
in 
this 
countiT without specific 
permission. 
American manufacturing plans are not 
molested and American 
residents in 
Germany may fllao continue freely to 
dispose of their private means within 
the confines of the country. 
The of- 
ficial 
announcement 
states 
that 
the 
compulsory liquidation or the admin- 
istration of thé property of American 
firms is not contemplate/1. as it is pre- 
sumed the provisions of the 
trading 
with the enemy act. do not purpose the 
sequestration or confiscation 
by

property held in the United States.

Rio Grande do Sul, Braril, Monday, 
Nov. 12.—(Bj Mail to Montevideo, Uru- 
guay, Nov. 20.)—Prominent German a p - 
tators, inchiding leading business men in 
this city, are fleeing into Argentina. Be- 
fore martial law was declared one of the 
first persons to leave was a man named 
Bromberg,

man. 
Christian Meisauer, the American consul, 
whose attempt to smuggle out interned 
German sailors led to the declaration of 
martial law, has escaped into Paraguay 
through Argentina. 


Reports received here from Rio De Ja- 
neiro say that the government is plan- 
ning wholesale arrests of spies in this 
state. 
German schools arc being closed 
and German priests in Catholic schools 
are being replaced by Brazilians. 


Reports of German unrest in the states 
of Santa Catherine and Rip Grande de 
Sul are frequejit, but the government evi- 
dently has the aliens well in hand and is 
in a position to prevent a widespread re- 
volt unless threatened by invasion by 
South American neighbors, a contingency 
which is widely rumored and generally 
feared. In the western part of this state 
the army is being increased rapidly. 


The Germans in this city and in Porto 
Alegro have been quiet since the destruc- 
tion of their property last week by en- 
raged Brazilians as a result of their con- 
tinued agitation and open insults to the 
Brazilian government after its declara- 
tion of war on Germany. 


The government is taking all nece.ssary 
precautions to control the movement of 
the ten thousand German reservists in 
this state.

Petrograd, 
November 
21.—(Coi're- 
spondence of The Associated Press)— 
Efforts of the family of Nicholas Ro- 
manoff, the deposed emperot-, to live in 
seclusion in Tobolsk, Siberia, and the 
curiosity displayed by the Tobolsk na- 
tives toward the former royal family 
of Russia, was described by a corre- 
spondent of the Novo Vremya writing 
from the Siberian city to which the 
Romanoffs were sent. 
It was because 
of this curiosity on the part of the 
people that the former emperor and 
his family were 
transferred 
to 
the 
Abolak monastery, fourteen miles from 
Tobolsk. 


The Romajioffs occupied in Tobolsk 
the house of the governor, which was 
guarded by soldiers day and night. In 
the day time, the Romanofi children 
were often seen sunning therrisclves on 
the balcony and reading books, 
one 
in a little white hat and the 
other 
with uncovered head s h o w i n g t h e short 
hair cut after an attack of 
typhoid 
fever. 
Generally a few curious per- 
sons leaned against the palings of the 
fence 
surrounding 
the 
governor's 
house watching what transpired within 
but not interfering with its inhabitants. 
A special gate had been 
constructed 
leading from the house to the garden 
but the children seldom used it as they 
were shy of meeting the Tobolsk pub- 
lic. 
This garden was small but full of 
beautiful flowers. 
Other members of 
the 
Romanoff 
family 
occasionally 
strolled through thi^" little garden. 


Not long after the royal exiles ar- 
rived in Siberia, instructions were re- 
ceived from Petrograd directing that 
the municipal garden be placed at their 
disposal and that a passage be con- 
structed through it to 
the 
near-by 
church so that the Romanoffs could at- 
tend divine service. 
The garden was 
ordered to be closed to the public while 
the Romanoffs used it. 


When the former emperor, i?is wife 
and children went to the church re- 
reat number of people gath- 


ered outside the gates of the govern- 
or's house to watch their passage. A 
guard of soldiers lined the street. The 
former empress, Alexandria Alix, was 
wheeled in a chair to the gate of the 
garden, dressed in gray and wearing a 
small black hat. 
She appeared ill or 
exhausted. 
Behind walked Nicholas in 
military dress, and 
behind 
him 
the 
former crown prince walking between 
his two elder si.sters. 
Then followed 
the other two sisters and the former 
royal suite, all walking with hurried 
steps and lowered heads 
trying 
to 
avoid 
the gaze of the 
public. 
On 
reaching the gate leading from 
the 
municipal garden Alexandra Alix rose 
and, together with Nicholas, hurriedly 
crossed 
the 
street 
and 
entered 
the 
church.

insure a great 
romp, 
in the 
course of 
which 
Billy 
plays "dead 
bird," lying on his back with his eyes 
closed and his logs relaxed for ten 
minutes at a time. 


Mrs. Rose never finds it necessary 
to remind her husband in the morn- 
ing that "tempus is fugiting." 
Billy 
takes care of that. While he is navi- 
gating back 
and forth 
between the 
bathroom, the bedroom and the big,

three hours. 
This action it should be 
remembered, occurred in waters which 
the Germans regard as practically one of 
their own "inland seas." 


The Cattegat is the gateway to the 
Baltic. 
The scene of the fight is 500 
miles f r o m the nearest British coast, 
but less than 200 miles from Kiel. The 
Germans held their favorite "interior 
lines, %vhile the British forces- had to 
cross the North sea, go up through the 
Skaggerak and then around Skaw. The 
Germans had every chance to execute 
a coup, cutting off the retreat of the 
British forces by bringing up superior 
units to the entrance of the Skaggerak. 
That they did not dare to attempt this 
is evidence of their appreclatloni of the 
initiative and resources of the British 
navy. 


Comparison, of Victories. 


An interesting comparison might be 
made between this clean victory by 
the British dcstroj'ers and hit-and-run 
bj' the German li/iht cruj.'-en-. on a Brit- 
ish convoy on Oct. 17. 
The Germans 
sent out two of their fastest cruisjers 
in the darkness, struck their blow in 
nervous haste in the early 
morning 
hours, not even pausing to rescue a 
single life of hundreds of combatants 
and non-combatants, then ran 
away 
northward to 
spend 
the 
remaining 
hours of daylight In hiding, and when 
night fell, dashed down the Norwegian 
coast ana thus returned home without 
being Intercepted. 


On the occasion of the British vic- 
tory the 
fight 
occurred, not 
in 
the 
North sea, but on Germany's 
dooi"- 
step; not at night, but in daylight; not 
hurriedly or nervously, for sixty-four 
prisoners were taken, drowning men 
rescued f r o m the water, thu.s proving, 
another vivid contrast between 
Ger- 
m a n and British methods of warfare>

Washington. Nov. 21.—In anticipa- 
tion of huge returns next .lune f r o m 
income taxes under the w a r 
revenue 
law. Secretary McAdoo has announced

issue of 
four per cent, 
treasury 
certificates of indebtedness of indef- 
ijiite a m o u n t s due .June 25. 1918, the 
Una] day for payment of income taxes. 


This was the Irst action taken 
by 
the secretary to p r e p a r e the way for 
the great volume of receipts under the 
war revenue act, and is in accordance 
with 
tlie 
policy • adopted 
for 
liberty 
loan 
financing 
of issuing treasury cer- 
tificates in advance of a loan. 
In this 
way the redemption of the certificates 
on .Tune 25 will tend to counteract the 
big flow of money into the 
treasury 
and prevent the unsettling of 
financial 
conditions. 


The seven m o n t h s term of the n e w 
issue (is the longest of any certificates 
yet put out. most others having been 
for nienty days. 
The interest rate is 
the same as for recent issues of cer- 
tificates. 


The a m o u n t of 
returns 
expected 
froni the new income taxes has 
not 
been estimated closely by the internal 
revenue bureau but this will be done 
v.'ithin a few weeks and the issue m a y 
be left open until subscriptions reach 
an a m o u n t approximating 
the 
esti- 
mate. 
The last issue of an indefinite 
a m o u n t was subscribed to the sum of 
$685,000,000 before being closed.

J. B. Franke Announces 
Compliance of Baking In- 
dustries to New License. 


J. B. Franks, appointed leader of 


section 37, of the war emergency or- 
ganization of the 
baking 
industry, 


made the following statement in re- 
gards to the new regulations for all 
baking industries announced by Food 
Administrator Hoover: "The bakers of 
this district will comply readily with 
the new regulations under government 
licenses. 
The • new 
regulations an- 


nounced by Mr. Hoover will entail 
many readjustments 
in the baker's 


business, and I am particularly desir- 
ous that the public shall understand 
this fact and appreciate the difficul- 
ties and sacrifices involved. ' 


"I am glad to hear that the bread 


program has been announced by all 
bakers and that they will operate un- 
der a government license during the 
period of the war. 
The standardiza- 


tion of loaf weights will set the public 
mind at rest on one important phase 
of the bread market and the limita- 
tion of' the ingredients will simplify 
competition. 


All reputable bakers will be glad 


to assist the administration in carry- 
ing out its policies. The situation at 
present is such that a first-class loaf 
of bread of standard weight cannot be 
sold for less than 8c wholesale, but 
if conditions can be brought about 


Mr. Beadell "explained that north- 


eastern counties of the state hax-e nev- 
er before drawn from Indiana coal 
mines, but have secured their coal from 
West Virginia, Pennsylvania and other 
states. 
This year, however, these 


counties for the first time will have to 
depend upon the Indiana field.

Some years ago I carne across a 


French novel that threw a lurid light 
upon the natural history of sin. 


Sin, of course, is a word that -jars 


upon cultured ears, like the word hell. 
W« do not like to hear it, or to be re-

•inners. The fact is too ugly. 


Sin. seen through the eyes of youth, 


is a sweet and tempting morsel. And 
this story shows how. 


From a pretty little town in the 


provinces came a bright young man to 
etudy law in Paris. He was hungry 
for a taste of life, eager to learn, not 
only from books, but from contact with

living souls. - He was hungry, too, like 
a healthy young animal, for pleasure, 
for the'gilded joys of the crowded 
boulevard, the cafe, and, above all, for 
love. 


He met a young girl, a seamstress, 


alone in Paris, and quite as lonely and 
as hungry for friendship and love as 
he hlmse'lf was. On bright Sundays 
they would go out together to the

pie pleasure. They loved, or, at least, 
alas! the girl loved, and her love 
brought her shame. For the man had 
no intention of marrying. That would 
epoil his career.

assumes. It is first a sweet morsel. 
Then it is seen to be a mistake. But 
it is more than a mistake. It is a curse. 


That is the Bible statement about it. 


A curse! 
No other word describes it 


properly. A curse which, like a plouh- 
share, tears up the sacied things of 
life! 


Most men pass through these three 


phases in their feeling about_ sin, even 
if sin does not rend their lives so dra- 
matically and tragically as it did the 
life of this lawyer. The thought of 
sin rests lightly upon the young heart. 
A feather. No more. But as thought 
comes, and meditation on the grim re- 
alities of life, men see that sin is a 
blunder. There is no doubt of it. A 
sad blunder. But tney go farther than 
that. 
The time comes, especially if 


they give thought to divine things and 
study their own hearts with any care, 
that sin is recognized as more than a 
blunder. A curse. Oh, a curse! 


And that is why the words of Reve- 


lation are so precious to some of us: 
"There shall be no more curse." The 
torture of brqken lives will be remov- 
ed. The healing hand of Jesus Christ 
will bind up that which is broken. He 
alone can remove the curse. That is 
His mission. 


Today we need a clear view of sin, 


that it may shock us. The saints of 
old had it and it made them strong 
men. For as long as we do not see sin 
for what it is we shall tamper with it. 


It is a. curse. Turn from it with hor- 


ror. 
For curses come home.

Then one day, hungry and desper- 


ate, he determined to rob a Jewish 
pawnbroker. He entered the shop, his 
purpose was detected, and in a fury 
of uncontrollable rage he slew the man 
—for bread. 


And now comes the terrible irony of 


the story. 


The boy's father had succeeded in 


life. By this time he was a famous 
lawyer and held the office of public 
prosecutor. 
In this capacity the case 


of the boy murderer was assigned to 
him and he set about obtaining the 
conviction of his own son. 


Consider a moment. In those rose- 


ate days of youth sin was to this law- 
yer as a sweet and desirable morsel. 
He did not stop to think, of possible 
consequences. Youth rarely does that. 
v 
He lived in the ebullient moment. The 
fruit of the tree looked good in his 
eyes and he plucked it, ripe, and de- 
voured it. 


Sin offers pleasure to its devotees, 


and it keeps its word. Jtt is sweet to 
the taste, honey-sweet, delicious. But 
it turns to ashes in the mouth. 


As time went on the first pangs of 


sorrow were assuaged—they could 
hardly be called pangs of conscience, 


- for conscience recognizes guilt, and 


this man felt only deprivation, annoy- 
. 
ance. 
Then,' with

thought, he began to realize that he 
had made a mistake. He often thought 
of the girl and his baby. Where were 
they now? Tney had dropped out of 
life entirely. He could not even trace 
them.

That is the second phase of sin. 


"When the, sweetness goes out of it, it 
Is recognized as a mistake. Conscience 
is still drowsy; its eyes are^full of 
sleep. A-mistake. 


According to the custom of French 


law the prosecutor questioned the boy 
murderer in private. As the story of 
the lad's life was unfolded the man 
realized the ghastly truth. He was the 
boy's father. 
More than that, his 


heartless abandonment of the mother 
Was undoubtedly the cause of the lad's 
trouble. He and not the boy was re- 
sponsible in the last analysis for the 
murder. 


He let the matter run on, fighting a 


fearful battle in 
private, his con- 


science now thoroughly awake. The 
case was called in, .court. The facts 
were .indisputable. But the lawyer, in 
his address to the jury, outlined the 
^life of the boy, telling the story of 
' the abandonment of the mother, of her 
struggle, of her death; scoring the cru- 
elty'of the heartless father, and final- 
ly confessing that he was that father, 
the really guilty man. 


And this is the third phase that'sin 


in heaven for multitude. There are 
more than thirty thousand promises 
given us by the covenant-keeping God. 
By means of a promise Abraham was 
educated and went forth not knowing 
whither he went except that God had 
bidden him. He followed on to know 
the Lord and so became known as the 
friend of God. Back of every promise 
are the resources and the character 
or God as men learn to "feed upon 
the faithfulness of God" and so be- 
come partakers of the divine nature.

Carriers of Diphtheria Germs and 


Care They Should Get. 


.Diphtheria carriers are persons who 


harbor diphtheria germs in the secre- 


tions 
o t 
either 


nose or throat. 


This condition 


may follow their 
recovery 
f r o m 


diphtheria a n d 
may persist in ex- 
ceptional cases a 
long time, owing 


very largely to the presence of tiny 
spots of Inflammation 
often 
in the 


tonsils, which do not disturb the per- 
son's general health. 
-It may also follow their recovery 
from such mild cases of diphtheria 
that the disease was not recognized. 


Persons who have never had diph- 


theria may, themselves, become "car- 
riers" after exposure to cases of the 
disease or "carriers'" of the germs. 


Treatment for carriers should be as 


follows: 


1. Fresh air, sunlight, 
a 
simple 


nourishing diet with outdoor exercise 
and a most careful personal hygiene. 


2.'Operative treatment on the mu- 


cous membrane of the nose and throat 
Is often necessary to remove abnor- 
malties 
or inflammatory processes 


such as adenoids or enlarged tonsils. 


3. Local treatment is most import- 


ant. 
This should include a thorough 


douching of the nose and throat three 
or four times daily for several weeks,. 
In the nose bland washes, such as nor- 
mal salt solution, in the throat bland 
washes or antiseptics, of which a SO 
per cent.' solution of alcohol Is most 
efficacious. 


The following is a simple and effi- 


cient throat wash. Soda bicarbonate, 
6 grams; glycerine, 10 grams; alcohol, 
30 grams; water, 60 grams.

What Tartar is and How It Slowlj 


Forms on Teeth. 


Tartar is a deposit of lime-like ma- 


terial from the saliva mixed with food 
particles which forms around the neck 
of the teeth at the edge of the gum. 


These deposits are invisible at first, 


being usually on the inner surfaces of 
the lower front teeth and on the outer 
surfaces of the upper teeth. 


They cause the gums to become 


swollen, sore and bleeding. Later the 
gums recede, exposing delicate por- 
tions of the teeth to the possibility of 
decay. 


If this tartar is allowed to continue, 


pus pockets form and eventually the 
tooth is lost. 


To avoid tartar, the teeth should be 


cleaned by thoroughly 
brushing 
at 


least twice a day, and a. dentist should 
examine the teeth and remove any- 
tartar deposits regularly twice a year.

Things That Should Be Done for the 


Newly Arrived Baby, 


When the baby comes—- 
There should be a soft, warm blan- 


ket to receive it.

cleansed with a saturated solution of 
boric acid using a separate piece of 
sterile absorbent cotton for each eye, 
and into each eje the doctor or nurse 
should put two or, three drops of a 
2 per cent, solution of nitrate of sil- 
ver to prevent sore eyes and, poi- 
sibly, blindness.

treated when they were tiny babies 
would not now be blind. 
, After "the baby's eyes 
have been 


cleansed and treated the body should 
be oiled with warm sterilized sweet 
oil or vaseline. 


At birth there is on the baby's skin, 


particularly under the arms, between 
the fingers and toes, and in the creases 
of the skin, an accumulation of a 
white cheese-like substance that can 
ohly be removed with oil. 


If the,baby is robust, after the oil 


bath a warm water bath may be given. 
Keep the child warm and covered as 
much as possible during the bath, 
which must be gently but quickly giv- 
en. 


The baby should be placed in a quiet, 


darkened room, properly protected 
against the cold, but not surrounded 
with too many hot water bags or bot- 
tles. 


The baby should have a bed by it- 


self. A large clothes basket makes a 
satisfactoryxbed for a little baby. It 
can be moved easily and kept clean. 
When the baby sits up, it Is a good 
place in which to play. 
The basket 


should be furnished with a hair pil- 
low for a mattress protected by a 
piece of rubber sheeting or oilcloth 
and a picee of padding over that.

Miss Crittenden drew an impressive,

In some 
of these centers where associations 
were already _at work, additional sec- 
retaries and workers were added, and 
the situation was handled with imme- 
diate success, but in thirty-two of the 
cantonment centers there was no or- 
ganization, and the situation had to be 
handled from the ground up.

means of taking thousands of girls of 
all types and degrees in the social scale 
and uniting them In large bodies to 
teach them the true ideals of life and 
to give to their country the great ex- 
pression of patriotism.

League," whose members subscribe to 
a pledge which requires the member 
to (a) do her work every day better 
than she ever did it before, (b) to do 
whatever duty her country calls her 
to do. and (c) to be careful of her con- 
duct so that no one may be wrongly 
led by her example.

Miss Crittenden asserted that the 


organization of these leagues in each 
of the cantonments and cantonment 
towns-has worked .wonders in keeping 
girls and youns'women from entering 


upon the evil ways which are so easily 
Invited by cimp conditions. There's 
only on* way to meet the problem and 
that is to indue* the girl to Join with 
other girls in some organization of such 
size and attractiveness that it will ap- 
peal to all the girls of a community. 
You can't set a girl on a. bench and 
teach her morale. We have to deal 
with.high school girls, grade school 
gjrls, girls who-work, girls who don't 
work, the girl tramp—the loafer—. 
every class of girl; and, unless we'can 
engage them in something that is real- 
ly patriotic, the cause Is "lost.1 The 
•Patriotic League' is meeting the need. 
But the problem grows."

A TOUR OF THE FRONT. 


Italian Headquarters 
in Northern 


Italy,, Monday, Nov. 19.—(By the As- 
sociated Press.)—The correspondent 
today made a tour of thirty miles 
along the Piave battle front, visiting 
Zonson, Fagare and the Suga mill, 
where desperate fighting has occurred, 
and saw the Duke of Aosta, comman- 
der of the third army -guarding the 
Piave line, whose men hurled the Aua- 
trians into the river, and re-established 
the solidity of the Plavo front. At the 
moment the duke was issuing an ad- 
dress to his army congratulating them 
on their glorious achievement. 'An of- 
ficer from general staft headquarters 
accompanied the correspondent and 
although'the headquarters of the third 
army was reached at an early hour the 
Duke was coming out to proceed along 
the front. He held in his hand a war 
map which he consulted with his aides 
before giving directions for the route to 
be'traveled. 


GREEKS WITH THE INVADERS.

I. Man's Entire Being Should Sing 


God'* Praise, v. 1. The true worship- 
per praises God with every' faculty of 
his being; his Intellect, emotion, de- 
sires, affections all unite in praising 
Jehovah. The entire being responds 
in a song of harmonious praise. Some 
praise God with their voices but not 
with their hearts; some with their In- 
tellect but not with their affections; 
some with their emotions but not with 
their wills. That praise which involves 
the entire being alone is pleasing to 
God. 


II. The Benefits Granted, vv. 2-6. Th» 


Psalmist exhorts man not to forget all 
God's benefits. This seems to be need*, 
ed now as well as then, for most of us 
are better at remembering our troubles 
and adversities, our losses and our sor- 
rows, than we are at remembering our 
mercies and blessings. It would be" a 
good thing for some of us to keep a 
record of the good things of life and 
see that, after all, our blessings out- 
weigh our burdens. We have mow 
days of sunshine than of clouds, more 
joys than we have of sorrows, more 
hours when we are free from pain than 
we suffer with pain, tt God were 
as forgetful of us as we'are of Him,, 
life would be nard indeed. 


(1) Forgiveness of sins, T. & Itf 


forgiveness we are freed fro^'the 
curse of sin and its blight and bflWena 
are removed. We are not onfc for« 
given, but we are healed of sin's dis- 
ease ! not only freed from the burdens 
of sin bnt of its effects, so that we do 
not go after the things of this world. 
To be saved for heaven means that 
we are saved from the world. 


(2) Redemption, v. 4. We Bave 


been saved by. Christ giving Himself 
as a ransom for our souls.

(3) Satisfaction, v. 5. When God 


redeems, He so thoroughly renews the 
man that the good things which he 
gets from God satisfy him. His bless- 
ings are so real that he finds satisfac- 
tion in God. • Men and women of the . 
world are reaching out after fleeting 
things. They are ever grasping after 
something, but are never satisfied. JNot 
so with the redeemed soul; he finds 
absolute satisfaction in the things 
which God gives him. 
Worldlngs may. 


be satiated, but God's redeemed alone 
are satisfied.

(4) Executing Judgment in behalf of 


the oppressed, v. 6. He is always on 
the side of the oppressed. God under- 
takes for his ovx-n, and sooner or later 
He will mete out justice to all. There 
Is a reckoning day for the world com- 
ing. 
Those who have done evil shall 


suffer loss; those who have done good 
shall be rewarded. 


III. Attributes of God for Which He 


Should Be Praised, vv. 7-18. These 
attributes have been displayed in God's 
dealings with his chosen people. 


(1) Merciful and gracious, T. 8. H« 


is slow to anger and plenteous in 
mer- 


cy. An example of his mercy is seen, 
in the father of the prodigal son run- 
ning to meet his son and kissing him. 
A very little thought will make very 
evident how God withholds his anger 
and waits patiently for an opportunity 
to extend his mercy. 


(2) He will not always "chide," rr, ^ 


8-12.'When God forgives he forgives 
forever. Men say they forgive, but 
how often they "chide" and- "keep 
anger." God has not dealt with osv Ac- 
cording to our sins, for, as the heat- 
ens are high above the earth, so gre'at 
is his mercy toward them that they 
fear him. 
So really has God forgiven 


us that our transgressions are as far 
removed from us as the East- is from 
the West, an incalculable distance. 


(3) He is compassionate and tender, 


w. 13-14. This reveals God's fatherly 
heart.

vv. 15-17. Man is at best transitory, 
but God is eternal. The one who rests 
his hopes in God is eternally safe. 
This should encourage us to lean notl 
upon man but upon God. 


(5) God is gracious to those who ar*i 


in covenant relationship, v. 18. If wej 
would enjoy these blessings revealed' 
in God's attributes we must be God'si 
children. His mercies are restrictive,! 
only bestowed upon his own children. 


IV. A Call to All the Universe to' 


Praise the Lord, vv. 19-22. Since God' 
Is such a wonderful Being, He should! 
have universal praise. His kingdom-is 
over all; his Lordship should have 
recognition.

SOUTHERNERS CHEER 


MEDICAL SOLDIERS 


Red Cross Unit M Now. Sta- 


tioned at Camp Greene, 


North Carolina, : ' 


(By V. y. H.) 


An American prison camp, in which 


1,562t'Germans are interned, was sfud- 
ied 'from several viewpoints by the 
members of the former Red Cross unit 
M, who have been transferred to the 
medical department of the regular 
army and who are in training at 
Camp Greene, Charlotte, N. C. 


The prison camp mentioned above 


is 
located at (deleted by censor), 


Tennessee. 
The special train of three 


Pullman ,cars which took the medical 
troops to Camp Green from Fort 
Benjamin Harrison, was halted at the 
prison camp for several minutes to 
allow the soldiers to view the in- 
terned Germans. 


The central building of the big 


prison camp of 900 acres is a large 
hotel building, standing on the slope 
of one of the foot hills of the.Alle- 
ghany mountains, and which was a 
much visited resort before taken over 
by the government. 


The grounds are surrounded by 


high wire fences. 
Along the wire 


barricades saunter armed guards in 
civilian clothes. 
Here and there 


along the line is an elevated sentry 
box. 


Many sections, each wired off from 


the other, make up the camp. The 
prisoners are allowed liberties in the 
more desired sections according to the 
degree In which they are trusted. A 
part of the men are from the class 
of "alien enemies" others, were taken 
from interned vessels. 


Comforts Pointed Out. 


Comforts of the detained men were 


pointed out to the Fort Wayne sol- 
diei's In the several buildings which 
hold swimming pools 'and gymnastic 
paraphernalia. Some of the younger 
of the Germans were engaged 
in 


climbing trees and others were play- 
ing baseball, as the medical troops 
looked on. 


In one part of the grounds where 


the older of the German prisoners 
are held were many queer little build- 
ings carved from natural tree wood 
and fitted together. The small sum- 
mer houses, made up of ingenious 
ramifications of three branches are 
indeed works of art. ' 
" ' 


The 
medical vsoldlers had 
been 


warned that they must not Chide the 
prisoners. 
The Fort Wayne men had 


to be satisfied with walking along the 
wire fence and grinning sarcastically 
at the interned Teutons, while the 
men In confinement answered back 
with a grin. 


"Well, anyway, they are not ruling 


the world just now"," commented one 
of the local lad? upon re-entering the 
train. 


"I guess that is the most pleasant 


southern war prison that was ever 
set up," said another Fort Wayne 
man, looking back at the well kept 
grounds and with a memory of Libby 
and Andersonvllle. 


Held Up by Wreck. 


At Spartanburg, S. C., where the 


troop special wag held up for several 
hours, because of a freight wreck, the 
medical department men walked with 
bared heads past the'flag-draped cof- 
fln of a New York Infantryman, who 
had died at Fort Wadsworth, Spar- 
tanburg, from pneumonia.

While deferred classification under 


the new plan, which replaces all" dis- 
charge or exemption certificates, may 
be revoked when granted for any other 
cause, there is no way in which men 
with dependents can be called up for 
service out of their turn. Added pro- 
tection for dependents is secured by the 


I requirement in cases where the regis- 
trant seeks to waive his deferred clas-»- 
sification status that waivers also must 


1 be obtained from those dependent upon 
, him before he can be taken into the 
military service. 


Closes Ranks to Many.1- 


The effect of the rer 
-ions is, to 


close the ranks of the 
/, navy or 


j marine corps absolutely to men be- 
tween 21 and 31 years of age where 
they have dependents upon them who 
would suffer if they went to the front. 
Local boards are constituted judges of 
all such cases. For the first time also 
a way is provided in which men phys- 
ically unfitted for front line duty in 
the army and yet able to do some part 
of the work of a soldier may be called 
for limited military service behind the 
lines.

Changes in Regulations. 


Among the most noteworthy changes • 


in the regulations are the following: 


Local boards are granted virtually 


judiciary powers to summon witnesses 
and obtain information. Local police 
will see that any witness lesponds. 


A definite program of correspond- 


ence beUveen the boards, state officials 
and the provost marshal 'general's 
office is provided to keep thi? aspect 
of the business decentralized and mov- 
ing smoothly. 


The entire postofflce machinery is 


drafted to aid local boards in tracing 
registrants and right-of-way, for mail 
connected with draft pioceedings is 
required. 


Local boards are authorized to 


grant partial - exemption for 
> partial 


physical disability, reserving the men 
in, this status for-"speciaj and limited 
military service." 


Highly Skilled Special Classes. - 


Authority is granted to" form s'pecial 


classes of men highly skilled in partic- 
ular trades or professions and sum- 
mon them under this special head- 
ing regardless of" their grouping in 
the general classification plan. The 
secretary of war may revoke original 
classification, except that no man 
granted deferred classification because 
of dependents may be advanced in 
any way or called for service out of 
his regular order; when deferred 
classication has been granted for in- 
dustrial or agricultural reasons a 
specially qualified registrant may be 
summoned out of his turn.

Under the new regulations, district 


boards become purely appellate 'bod- 
ies before which can be heard only 
evidence originating before the local 
board. For additional facts the case 
must be returned to the local board. 


It is made plain that men already 


held by local boards for service .will 
continue to be sent forward as needed 
until such time as the new class 1 in 
each district is sufficiently organized 
to care for drafts from the, district. 


Will Then Wipe Ont Appeals. 


'All pending appeals will then be 
wiped off the slate and the new sys- 
tem will apply in full. 


Another change permits enlistment 


of registered men in the navy or 
marine corps where they are so far 
down on the call 4Ust as to make cer- 
tain ^that their action will not delay 
the task for army building. Credit is 
given for such enlistment on army 
quotas however, and local boards are 
judges of each case.

Provision for voluntary enlistment 


in the army is made by means of a 
voluntary waiver classification and the 
automatic advancement of' the regis-

not minors or by affidavits showing

Weights and Measures, and in six 
months completely reformed the food- 
cheats who had 'flourished for twenty 
years. 
. Inspector Weeke was out scouting 
a few days ago, observing the actions 
Of a certain 
vegetable 
shopkeeper 


about whom he had received com- 
Srtaiats". 


'An old woman entered the shop with a 


$*s!cet and made a few purchases, 
amons them a peck of potatoes. Weeke 
watched the shopkeeper as he filled a 
"level measure" and dumped the vege- 
tables into the market basket for a 
»eck., As the old woman stepped from 
the/ shop, Inspector Keeke stopped her 
iwrtl said: "Madam, -you just paid for 
a peck of potatoes and the dealer did 
Bot give you a full peck. Do you 
•want me to make him give you a 


The old woman hesitated and said - 


she had seen the dealer fill the peck 
measure and believed she had a peck 
in her basket. Inspector Weeke intro- 
duced himself and explained to he: 
that the law required a heaping iness 
We for a peck. ' They entered the shoj 
together and Weeke called the dealer 
He trdered^the merchant to replace 
ths potatoes in a peck measure to sec 
If he had delivered the right weight. 
The dealer at first demurred, but when 
Weeke Identified himself he consented 
reluctantly. The measure was filled 
only to the level, and Weeke had the 
potatoes weighed. They tipped the 
scale at a fraction more than 12 
pounds. 
' 


"Now heap that measure up until 


you can't add another potato," com- 
manded Weeke. The dealer complied, 
and when the heaping .measure was 
weighed i£ registered 15 pounds. 


"Now, madam,'" said Weeke as he 


scraped off the surplus potatoes, "that 
is the amount that you are entitled to 
which you did not get at first. Do you 
think it is worth asking for?" ' 


The old woman was amazed, and re- 


plied: 
"Yes, sir—that is enough to 


feed six or eight mouths at my home, 
and with potatoes so high it means a 
whole lot to me, I can tell you.'" 


Gives Only One Warning. 


"Well, the law in St. Louis now 


Specifies ' that dealers must give '60 
pounds of potatoes to 
the .bushel, 


which means 15 pounds to the peck," 
said Weeke, "and when you buy by dry " 
measure Instead of by weight, you are- 
entitled to a heaping measure 'as I 
fc&owed you, in order that you may get 
15 pounds." 
„ 


The dealer was chagrined and made 


a bluff at protesting, but before In- 
spector Weeke left he promised to 
avoid arrest by voluntarily giving all 
bis customers a heaping measure of 
potatoes in the future. If he fails to 
keep his promise, Inspector Weeke is 
likely to hear of it and prosecution will 
follow swiftly, 'because "Hank" does 
not give a dealer more than one warn- 
ing.

Weeke agrees with those who advo- 


cate the sale of all foodstuffs by 
weight, but being a practical man, he- 
realizes that ancient custom has famil- 
iarized the public with pecks and 
quarts 'and bushels, and it would be 
too radical a change to switch at once 
to pounds and ounces. 


The United States Bureau of Stand- 


ards has fixed the weight of every food 
commodity in a bushel, and when a 
housewife purchases a peck of Irish 
potatoes she should know that she is 
entitled to 15 pounds. 
If she pur- 


chases a peck of sweet potatoes she is 
entitled to only 14 pounds, because the 
specific gravity of sweet potatoes is not 
so great as that of Irish potatoes. Ap- 
ples, according to the official stand- 
ard, should run 48 pounds to the bush- 
el or 12 pounds to the peck. 


No doubt a great many people who 


have read political criticisms of In- 
spector Weeke in campaign times, will 
have a lingering suspicion that polit- 
ical Influence might creep into his of- 
fice and interrupt the smooth course 
of justice that he has promised to pro- 
vide. 


It would not be strange if such a 


suspicion entered the minds of people 
who know of politics and the ways of 
politicians only by reading more or 
less accurate stories about them in the 
daily press or magazines. 
Even a 


smart politician may entertain such a 
fancy in the case of Weeke, and the 
writer has personal knowledge that 
one politician who wr,s "close to" 
Hank, as the saying is, did think he 
might influence Hank to protect a 
huckster who ran afoul of the new 
law.

This politician-friend came to Hank 


after the huckster had been arrested 
for having in his possession a short 
quart measure. 


"Hank I have known thls'man since 


he was a little boy, and there ain't a 


crooked bone in his^body," said the 
friend. "Your men have made a mis- 
take in arresting him, and you ought 
to dismiss the charges as a matter of 
fairness. 
He is a good man, and 


worked for me in several campaigns. 
I'll vouch for him." 


"He may be an honest man," replied 


Weeke, "but he's been keeping com- 
pany with an awful crooked measure. 
Come here and look at it'" 


Weeke led--the politician who had 


come to "front" for the huckster into 
the testing room and produced the al- 
leged quart measure which his depu- 
ties had confiscated the day before. 


"Do you call that a quart measure?" 


he asked the politician as he handed 
over the measure. 
. "Why, certainly," said the politician, 
putting on a bold front. "It might be 
a trifle short, but how can a man tell 
that? He is no expert.'/ 


Weeke did not argue further. He 


placed the short measure under a large 
funnel containing exactly one quart of 
flaxseed and opened thex spigot at the 
bottom to let it drain into the confis- 
cated measure. - 


"Just watch now," said Weeke, "and 


we will see exactly how close to a 
quart this measure is." The measure 
rapidly filled and then began to over- 
flow. The overflow continued for quite 
a while, and the politician who came 
to "front" began to color up when he 
saw the size of the "spill." 


What "Overflow"' Showed. 


Weeke measured the overflow ana 


found it was one pint. "Now, a man 
don't have to be an expert to know 
that he is short a pint in a quart, does 
he?" asked Weeke. "That man is go- 
Ing to be convicted if the court pays 
any attention to me." And he was. 


The law requires that hucksters and 


dealers shall use only measures and 
scales that are stamped by Weeke's 
department, to indicate their accuracy.

electric spark will be seen to spring 
from one piece of the tinfoil to the oth- 
er.

Many other experiments of this kind 


can be tried with this simple appa- 
ratus. For example, it may be shown 
that poor conductors can be electrified 
by rubbing; further, that good conduc- 
tors can carry the electricity from an 
electrified body to one which has not 
been charged with electricity, 
and 


finally 
the power of bodies • charged 


with the same kind of electricity to re- 
pel each other can be illustrated in 
the following manner: 


Bind a woolen thread (or better still 


an iron or brass wire) over the tin- 
foil ring, and on the end of this hang 
little strips of thin paper. 


If 
the interior of. the chimney Is 


now rubbed, the silk-covered brush 
being introduced at the opposite, side 
to that into which it was formerly 
placed, the ring of tinfoil is charged 
'with electricity, which is conducted,by 
the thread or wire to the strips of pa- 
per, which fly apart. 


As in all such experiments, the loss 


of electricity through dampness must 
be avoided. This can be done by thor- 
oughly drying the brush, the silk and 
the chimney at the fire before trying 
the experiment 


upon by a consumer with suspicion. 


Stamping a measure is a ,good pre- 


caution agains^. false measures, but it 
is not perfect, by any means. There 
are many tricks of the trade that un- 
scrupulous dealers resort to by which 
they can turn a stamped measure into 
a false measure. 


One favorite device is the false bot- 


tom. A metal measure of regulation 
size is produced at Weeke's office, test- 
ed and stamped 0. K. The dealer takes 
it away and puts a wooden disc in the 
bottom that shortens the measure to 
the extent of the cubic contents of the 
disc. Sometimes a metal false base is 
soldered into the measure, and this is 
harder to detect. An honest measure, 
with a false bottom can be heaped up 
high with potatoes, to make the pur- 
chaser think it is full weight, and iu 
reality it will be only three-quarters 
of a peck or bushel. 


Another simple device that many 


housewives fail to guard against is to 
put dents in a measure that was reg- 
ulation size when it was stamped. The 
dents occupy space inside the measure 
and reduce its capacity to that extent. 


Never let a huckster measure your 


vegetables in a dented measure; it Is 
sure to be short. 


Sometimes a huckster will get his 


perfect measures stamped and then 
take them apart and remodel them into 
smaller measures without destroying 
the official stamp that has been driven 
into the metal. For that reason it is 
the custom to place the official stamp 
as nearly on the seam of a measure as 
possible, so that in taking it apart the 
stamp will bo partly obliterated. 


There are so many tricks of the 


trade that Weeke says it is absolutely 


necessary that a housewife have her 
own scales and weigh her purchases 
in order to be sure that she is not be- 
ing cheated out of what she pays for. 
A good scale in the house is a perfect 
protection against any device that may 
be employed by unscrupulous dealers. 


Scale Check the Best. 


Weeke says the meanest mai in the 


world today, in his opinion, Is a dealer 
who will cheat poor people out of the 
food for which they are now compelled 
to pay such high prices. 
v ' 


"A highwayman or an embezzler is 


entitled*to the respect of the communi- 
ty alongside a false-weight dealer," 
said Weeke. "The false-weight man is 
preying mainly upon the poorest peo- 
ple in the city. He is taking the food 
out of the mouths of women and little 
children in order to make a rew extra 
dollars. There are some merchants 
who do not regard this practice as a 
crime at all. They think that it is 
smart work, and pat themselves on the 
back for being shrewd enough to put 
it over on the poor women who buy 
from them. Such dealers should t>e 
put clear out of business by law when 
it is proved that they deliberately plan 
to steal." 


* Another field covered ror the first 
time through the operation of Weeke's 
new law is the ice business. Until now 
it has not been unlawful for an iceman 
to cut a square of ice guessing at its 
weight, and deliver it at a home in 
the window of which is displayed a 
sign calling for a certain amount of 
ice. 


Frequently the pieces are cut In Ir- 


regular shapes in this guessing con- 
test 
One piece may weigh a little 


more than 50 pounds and another must 


therefore weigh a little less. 


A woman puts a sign in her window 


calling for 50 pounds of ice. The ice- 
man reads it from the street and de- 
livers a block that may weigh only 40 
or 45 pounds. He carries no scales, as 
a rule, and had no means of knowing 
exactly how much the piece weighs. If 
this happens every day throughout the 
summer, the customer will lose several 
hundred pounds of ice in the season. 


Weeke's law provides that every ico 


wagon must be equipped with a stamp- 
ed scale, and every piece of ice that is 
delivered must be weighed and the cus- 
tomer notified of the weight delivered. 
Since the law became effective in Sep- 
tember eighty-five concerns have pur- 
chased ice scales and paid the fee to 
Weeke for stamping them.

AN ELECTRICAL EXPERIMENT, 
E 


LECTRICAL experiments are al- 


ways of interest, not only to the 


learned who work in laboratories, but 
also to the average person. By means 
of the apparatus described below an 
electric spark can be obtained in the 
simplest way imaginable, by any one, 
wtih very little expense of time or 
trouble. 


A strip of tinfoil is fastened around 


the center of a common lamp chimney, 
and then a straight strip of the same 
material is pasted on the chimney 
from one end of the same to within 
one-third of an inch of the ring. 


Then a piece of silk is wrapped 


around a brush, to clean the chimney 
and the interior of the "chimney is 
rubbed briskly; but the fingers must 
not touch the tinfoil. If this is done in 
the dark, each time that the brush is 
withdrawn from the chimney a bright 


CORK AFTER-DINNER DANCEB. 
A PRETTY little after-dinner trick 
•**• is to make little dancing figures 
of bits of cork and tiny pieces of tooth- 
pick. 


The base for them is a small hemi- 


sphere that can be made in a few mo- 
ments by pinching and rolling a piece 
of tinfoil into the required shape. All 
that is necessary is to see that It IB 
perfectly smooth and perfectly true in 
shape.

The little figures are so light that 
the tinfoil will keep them upright all 
the time. They may be laid flat or 
may 'be shaken in all directions; yet 
they will always bob right up again 
and the resulting motions often art 
very funny. 


NEWS BI TELEPHONE, 


The rural telephone in Canada has 


until recently largely served as a me- 
dium of exchange between farmers and 
for ordering supplies from dealers ia 
town. But it has been demonstrated 
that the rural telephone can easily 
perform other services of equal im- 
portance. 


There are now country districts in 


Canada where the telephone company 
has undertaken to supply a daily news 
service. At'a certain hour the tele- 
phone bell rings five times. That is 
the news signal and every- interested 
subscriber 'along the line takes down 
his receiver. Then the central opera- 
tor gives the weather report, a con- 
densed market summary and impor- 
tant news. It takes only a short time 
to give this information to every sub- 
scriber, and the line is engaged for 
only a few minutes.

The sol- 
liers and sailors are not compelled 
o take insurance, but it they desire to j 
exercise the right, they must do so be- 
fore the 12th of February, 1918. The 
cost ranges from 65 cents monthly," at 
the age of 21, to $1.20 monthly, at the 
age of 51, for each $1,000 of insurance. 
This is a small charge on a man's pay

Adminil Benson Speaks. 


In reply Admiral Benson, In behfil 


of the mission, wild that the missioi 
was learning many lessons from th» 
allies and expressed the gratitude ot 
its members for the manner with which 
all sources of Information had been 
thrown open to them. 


"The United States is heart and soul 


in the war," he snid, "and the country 
absolutely endorses the statement of 
President Wilson that none of its re- 
sources would he spared, its men and 
ships, or work, in order to win the 
war." 


Admiral Benson then gave the con- 


ference information as to what the 
United States ha.s done and is doing, 
not only on tho training of armies, in 
building fleets and in the manufacture 
of munitions but In food economy and 
the construction of aircraft.
